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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1, 2 and 5-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent 5,375,768 to Clark. 

3. Regarding claim 1 and 5 -7 Clark (768) discloses a turbine for a rotary sprinkler 
head having a main housing (12), a turbine assembly (upper portion (28) and lower 
portion (30)), a turbine housing (16) having an inlet port (@70) and an outlet port (not 
numbered, but above the rotor), a rotor (56) rotated by a flow of fluid, and a flow control 
valve (generally indicated as 62) slidably engaged within the turbine housing (64) from a 
first position to a second positions and assists in throttling the rotation of the sprinkler. 
As per claim 2, the valve includes a fluid contact surface, or first element, (at 62) for 
engaging the valve seat, and a throttling mechanism, sleeve (64) disposed around the 
turbine. As per claims 8-1 1 , as best understood, the apparatus of Clark (768) teaches 
a flow of fluid though a turbine assembly where it drives a rotor in the turbine assembly, 
but when the flow of fluid increased past a set point (i.e., second flow rate, vs. an initial 
first flow rate), a portion of fluid bypasses the turbine assembly (see Fig. 2), thereby 
throttling the output of the flow path through the turbine assembly. (Col. 2-Col. 4). 

Allowable Subject Matter 
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4. Claims 3 and 4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
